MMic 
Prime Minister .iniuiunrrd lli;it lie 
would Iciidcr liis resignation imnicdi- 
atciy, and with it goes that of his 
party.

Am- 
aron soeoniled the motion, stating 
that legislation slionld he by and from 
the people and that the needs of the 
students of McCiill and R.V.C. should 
no longer be neglected. 

PrtiTson. the Prime Mini.stcr then 
rose to preface his' remarks hy referr- 
ing to the deep loss felt by the whole 
r.ritish Empire and the world at large 
in the death of Sir Ernest Shacklcton. 
lie then; turned his attention to the 
Revolutionists and stated that they 
li.id forgotten the laet that the Parlia- 
ment was the Mock Parliament of 
Canada .niid not that of McGill Uni 
vcrsity and that therefore legislation 
expressly for McGill students was not 
in nrrlcr.

CHEMICAL SQÉi^TY 

Photo-Syntheais and the Ori- 
gin of, Lifç„,,.„ 

A meeting of the Chemical Society wa,s 
held at 5 P.M., yesterday Feb. 3rd in 
t!ic Chfîniical and Mining Huild.■^l^'. .\f- 
t'T :n!niitcs had been read !)y the se:- 
retar.v, an address w.is delivered !>y Dr. 
G. S. Whitby on the subject pf "Photo- 
Synthesis and the Origin of Life." 

In opening his address the speaker re- 
marked upon the general interest oi the 
topic, and the rapid advance >yhich sci- 
ence had made in this rioid during the 
n^iit decide, since in 1312 it -vit m.-,.ie 
lIic siibjitct of a p.i|>cr rca;! 'ic.'ore l!;'.' 
Royal, Socicl.v. Bct'ore c.\plaining the 
conclusions to which experimcivts in pho- 
to-synthesis had led, Dr. WJiitby ;»avc a 
brief outline of earlier ideas as to the 
origin of life upon earth. The speikcr 
mentioned that it was si.ijnificaHt of the 
intellectual .spirit of the .age, • that in 
preparing' his notes he had not thought 
at all of life as resulting from a single 
creative act. .\n early theory, but one 
V.diich can not now Ik- maintainal, was 
that of spontaneous creation. The .iieory 
that life was imported to this, planet 
from' the outer universe,' was! supported 
by the Lord Kelvin- in 1871' who thought 
that Pasteur's experiments proved th.u 
life could not originate upon earth. This 
however <locs not explain how life 
arose. A more plausible theory is that 
in some earlier geological period, con- 
ditions of temperature and atmospheric 
pressure were favorable to tlie rc.ictions 
from which life was produced. (jreat 
electrical discharges gave rise to am- 
monia and hydrocarboiis which combine 
to form ultra-microsicopie organisms. 
This theory ,howcvcr, h.Ts not hccn per- 
fected, and is nioreovor out ot harmony 
with the principle of uniformity which 
states that in science we must CNplain 
the past' by the present. This assumes 
that life could arise in the same way 
to-day. 

Tn these theories of the past, atten- 
tion has been concentrated upon the 
form in which life might arise, ra:her 
than in the energy concerned, Tlic fun- 
damental questions are, first, what is 
the source of this energy, and secondly, 
how is it obtained? The elements carbon 
hydrogen, and oxygen are|t|ji^çKicf bear- 
ers of encrgiy which can 'be brought to 
the task of the origin of micro-o.rgan-> 
ism,' The unique fitness for tlii."! of the 
compoiinds of tltesc elements, water and 
carbon dioxide arc shown by their tlier 
ma'l, solvent, and ionic properties. Life 
depends upon the fundamental reduction 
of these. con>pounds. Thjs can be 
brought, about by sunlight, while' other 
(ContimiO!'. Oil Page 4.)

Lawrence watcruay.s .project and for 
llu' coii.^tnicticiii of the Hudson's Bay 
railway instead, was thrown out by 
the vote of the house on -first reading. 
The nc.Nt bill, introduced by Mc- 
Kcen, seconded by Treniainc, provid- 
ed that Professor Stephen Leacock 
be given police protection from the 
"attacks of Amazçns armed with hat 
pins" — Trcmainc in seconding the bill 
stated that the Professor had already 
suffcrrcd two attacks in one of which 
an ov^rshoCj unbuckled had been 
thrown at him. The bill was given 
first reading, after the speaker had 
ruled that law and order in McGill 
University came under, the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Government. 

The motion on which the Govern- 
ment was defeated, namely that of 
the abolition of Moving Picture Cen- 
sorship, was now introduced by Wal- 
ter as Minister of Education. He 
commenced 'by stating that the control 
of -censorship was in the hands of a 
few old gentlemen who took it upon 
themselves to improve the public mor- 
als. 

He stated that morality could not 
be forced down the throats of the peo- 
ple and that the governments policy 
was to protect the liberty of the peo- 
ple, which liberty was being inter- 
fered with by the present system. 
Walter was taken up on a point of 
order several times, the question be- 
ing raised as to whether education 
was not a- provincial matter and there- 
fore not in order, but the speaker rul 
ed that technical education came with 
in the Federal Govcriimciit's province 
and that the minister was "Technical- 
ly" Minister of liducation. 

Gabourry sec5j^ed the motion 
oointing out that "^Jhrals" necessarily 
changed with changiii^Ttiracs, and that 
with friedom in production pictures 
could be made which woùld contain a 
real story without fear of" their labour 
being ruined by the elimination of 
scenes or captious to whiclr^prudes

Dillon then rose to oppose the mo 
lion. He elaborated the theory that 
the moving pictures were a menace ' to 
the moral fibre of the nation and that 
were censorship removed their influ' 
ence would endanger the morals of the 
whole community, including the mem- 
bers of the fairer sex.

compounds, nitrifying sul|)hur and iron 
bactcrio can build their protoplasm from 
carbon dioxide in^the dark. This theory 
meets tlie objection that it presupposes 
an original organic cell. 

It is well known however that natter 
is continually chaitging from simpic to 
more complex, from electron to atom, 
molecule to colloids. 

At one stage inorganic colloids arc 
produced which absorb light energy to 
bring about the fimdamental red;iction. 

It was found that when carbon dio- 
xide was bubbled thriïiigh radium hydro- 
xide or iron hydroxide and cxpose l to 
sunlight that orytmic fonnaldih.v ..le v.as 
produced. \'.. C. Bailey showed that 
this reaction can be brouglil about in the 
absence of the hvdro.vidc bv using :i vio- 
let ray which has a shorter wavc-!eiii;ih 
than sunlight. Iliii if another class i^f 
catalyst of which diloropliyll, the fund- 
amental lit'e fluid of plants is an ex- 
ample is made use of, sunligh: will give 
the deserved cfl'ect. These catalysts arc 
known as photo-catalysts, and tlieir use 
in these experiments is de.-igii.ii.d piio- 
losynthesis.

Aliinrd l-'l Slu-rif is .'sheik of the Se- 
iiussi, ;I;e most interesting and i.npor- 
taiit si-it of the Moslem world. It was 
founded in the I'ortics of the last cen- 
tury by Mohiimmed ben Scmissi. and 
now has probably twenty millions rf 
followers, njostly in the territory south 
of the Mediterranean, reaching well into 
the black belt. 

.Mong with religious training, the peo- 
lile are thught how to ni.ike their way 
under desert conditions. There is no 
doubt that the sect has raised enoi-moi:.:- 
ly the moral and material status of :hc 
people who have accepted its doctrines. 
Tiicro arc no oil wells or gold mints (•;■ 
rich territories in the regions oca;i;m.mI 
bv the rec*. The Semissi coiitcid 'm-iI 
they should be permitted to leail their 
own lives. The capita!, Kufra, is several 
hundred miles south of the Mediterra- 
nean deep in the descrl and well protect- 
ed by .-1 wide waterless /MWr. \\ Ii-n -.Ih- 
Italians Iir^^aii to seal up the Mjdiiei ra 
ncaii waterfront that the Senu.s.si had 
used, Sheik Ahmed moved from his pre- 
sent capital to a former capital, Jcr- 
bbob, about two weeks by caravan south 
of the .Mediterranean .and the s;one dis- 
tance west of Cairo. While he \v;i.s ii'.;hl- 
ing in the Italians the great war start- 
ed, and he became iitvolved iigainst lite 
Allies.
